COOLIDGE LIFE TOLD 


What manner of man the President is, his history and his 
qualities, are entertainingly and instructively set forth in a new 
book-—“THE LIFE OF CALVIN COOLIDGE’—by Horace Green. 
It is a sincere work; not given to overpraise of a campaign docu- 
ment, but it’s all the more efrective in its honest record of the man’s 
* accomplishments and portrayal of his personality. 


The author adds some new contributions to the Coolidge story. 
He explains that the Chief Executive is not related to thé aristo- 
cratic Boston family of the same name; that “the Back Bay 
Coolidges turned up their noses at the upstate Senator with a 
nasal drawl, which the latter no doubt reciprocated with a slight 
elevation of his own probascis.”’ 


An early school teacher teils that Calvin was trained not to 
bring his troubles to his mother. He kept them to himself. His 
mother was sik and mustn't be worried; Calvin ‘studied. 
the job. Tt was to be done, so he did it. If the teacher said, 
“do that”—He did it, not half, DID IT. With “Cal”, law and 
order began with strict obedience to parents—with no questions 
asked. (With him, to be the man was the thing, not to be called a 
man. Calvin Coolidge can’t dodge his heridity or his long years 
of training.

“He wouldn’t lie to save himself from the gallows,” concludes 
the teacher.

The following random remarks were gathered from the Presi- 
,dent’s father: “He never got into much trouble. No, I never 
remember to have spanked him; a pretty good lad. Used to read 
a lot, handy around the farm. Yes, it was in Calvin's thirteenth 
year that his mother died.” 


In the first recitation at Amherst, the then red-headed Pro- 
fessor Olds, who had not yet learned the names of the students, 
put a very difficult question and looking for a victim finally point- 


ed to “my red-headed brother in the second row.” Coolidge’s an- 
swer was Correct. 


Before* Coolidge was finished there had developed a general 
and well-defined opinion that Calvin Coolidge was an unsual person 
whose ability would carry him far.

During the summer following graduation the young man re- 
turned to the Vermont farm. Whether he should remain there 
or follow a more intellectual bent was discussed. The father told 
the son to do what the thought best; and adds today dryly ‘I 
think Calvin’s judgment was probably right.” 


To the law office he went, soon to gain a standing because 
of his thorough legal knowledge. Then comes the story of Coolidge 
and Lucey. “I say there never was a finer gentleman,” says the 
cobbler. “It was an honor to me when he used to come of an 
evening and sit on that very stool.” 


Lucey tells of Coolidge’s buying a parcel of land, sold under 
foreclosure for John Manning, a friend of Lucey’s. Attorney Cool- 
idge quickly resold at an advance of $200.00 “I ask you,” says 
Lucey, “did Mr. Coolidge keep the money? No sir not him, he 
gave it to my friend, John Manning.” 

Lucey also contributed the following: “What is the price 
of the work”, Coolidge asked, when I had done some work for 
him,. “Well, Mr. Lucey, there is one thing about shoes you'll 
never elarn” he replied, when told what the charge was. He told 

_mMe bf the plumber that charged twenty five dollars for fixin’ a drain, 
' five dollars for the drain and twenty dollars for knowin’ how. 

“That's your trouble, Mr. Lucey” he said, “you don’t charge 
enough. You don't charge for knowing how.”
